THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 

I take this opportunity, also, to in- 
vite your atiention to the propriety of 
xdopting at your present s+ ssion neces- 
sary legislation to enable the people of 
the United States to participate in the 
advantages of the International exh- 
bition of agriculture, industry and fine 
arts, which isto be held at Paris in 
1878, and in which this government 
has been iuvited by the government o} 
France to take part. This invitation 
was commuuicated to this government 
in May, 1876, by the minister of France 
at this capital, and a copy thereof sub- 
mitted to the proper committees of 
congress at its last session, bu: no ac- 
tion was taken on the subject. The 
department of state has received many 
letters from various parts of the coun- 
try expressing a desire to participate 
in the exhibition, and numerous appli- 
cations of similar nature have also been 
made at the United States legation in 
Paris. The department of state has 
also received official advice of thes rong 
desire on the part of 
the French government 
that the United States shoald partici- 
pate in this enterprise, and space has 
hitherto been and still is reserved in the 
exhibition buildings for the use of ex- 
hibitors from the United States to the 
exclusion of other parties who have 
been applicants therefor. In order that 
our industries may be properly repre 
sented at the exhibition, an appropria- 
tion wiil be needed for the payment of 
the salaries and expenses of the com- 
mnissiouers, of transportation of goods, 
and for other purposes in connection 
with the object in view; and as May 
next is the time ix d for .he opening 
of the exibition, 1 our citizens are to 
share the advautages of this interna- 
tional competition for the tradeof other 
nations, the necessity of immediate 
action is apparent. To enable the 
United states to co operate in the in- 
ternational exhibition which was held 
at Vienna in 1873, congress then passed 
joint resolutions making an appropria- 
uon of $200,000, and  author- 
izing the president to appoint a 
ceriain number of practical artisans 
and scientitic men who should attend 
the exhibition and report their pro- 
ceedings and observations to him. 
Provision was a'so made for the ap 
pointment of a number of honorary 
commissioners. I have thought that 
prompt action by congress in accepting 
the invitation of the government of 
France is of much interest to the peo- 
ple of this country and so suitable to 
cordial relations beiween the goyern— 
ments of the two countries that the 
subject might properly be presented ior 
the atteu.ion of your present session. 


THE PRISONS OF THE WORLD. 


The governments of Norway and 
Sweden had addressed an official invi- 
tation to this government to take part 
in the international prison congress 
to be held at Siockholm next year. The 
problem which the congress proposes to 
study, how to diminish crime, is one in 
which ail civilized nations have 
an interest in common, and the 
congress at Stockholm seems likely 
to prove the most important convention 
ever held for study of this grave ques- 
tion. Under authority of a joint rego- 
lution of congress approved February 
16th, 1875,a commissioner was appoint- 
ed by mv predecessor to represent the 
United States upon that occasion, and 
the prison congress having been,at the 
earnest desire of the Swedish govern- 
ment, postponed to 1878, his commis 

sion was reuewed by me. An appro- 
priation of eighty thousand do 1 rs was 
made inthe sundry civil service act of 
1875 to meet the expenses of the com- 
missioner. I recommend the re-appro- 
priation of that sum for the same pur- 
pose, the former appropriation having 
been covered into the treaa- 
ury, and being no lon- 
ger available for the purpose without 
further action of congress. The sub- 
ject is brougbt to your attention at 
this time in view of circumstances 
which render it highly desirable that 
the commissioner should proceed to 
the discharge of his important duties 
immediately.

This was a suitjon a life policy issued 
by plaintiff in error on thedife of A. J. 
Lester, husband of defendant in error, 
te recover the sum of $5,000, less the 
amount due the company for unpaid 
premiums, to which suit defendant 
pleaied“that the pohey was forfeited by 
non-paymentof the interest due De- 
cember 30, 1873, the. same not being 
paid antil the 30:h day of January, 
1874; and that the insured was not then 
in perfeet health, but was sick, and of 
which sickness he died on the 3d day 
of February, 1874, which sickness was 
unkaown to the company at the time 
of the acceptance of said payment,” 

On the trial of the issue the jury 
found a verdict for the plaintiff, De- 
fendant made a motion for a new trial 
on the several gfounds therein stated, 
whic . was overruled by the court and 
defendant excepted, 

By the terms of the policy the in- 
sure was to pay the local agent of the 
company, on printed bianks sent out 
frour the company, on the 50th day ol 
December, 1871, interest for. one year 
on ihe premium to-wit: the sum of 
$33 90, December 30, 1872, $67 80, and 
December 30, 1873, the sam oi $101 70, 
the premiums beivg secured by mort~ 
gage;and due in 1876, with the following 
stipulations: 

“ Avents of this company are not au 
thorized to make, alter, or discharge 
coat:acts or waive forfeitures.” ‘And 
it is further agreed that until the ex- 
piration of the period of five years, in« 
terest at the rate of seveu per cent. per 
annum is to be paid in advance, on the 
accumulated premiums each year as 
they: wonid fall due if paid in cash, 
and yndefault of such payment of in- 
teres} as due, this policy to be null and 
void,’ 

“No premiums will be received by the 
company continuing the risk after the 
day named in the policy, unless the in- 
sureG 18 in perfect health and the risk 
contiuued at the option of the compa- 
ny.” 

“* All the receipts of the company at 
any time for premiums past due are 
viewed by the parties in interest as acts 
of courtesy, aad not to be precedents 
or asia waiver of the forfeiture of the 
policy.” 

To; secure five-years premiums on 
this policy, the assured gave a mort- 
gaye, with trustees, on real estate for 
ine sum of $2,421 50, interest to be 
paid #s described in policy, with this 
clausé of right of sale: ‘‘In the eyent 
that Cefault shall be made in the pay- 
ment of the above mentioned money, 
aj it becomes due and payable, then 
the trastees, on being requested so to 
do by:\he company,shall sell the prop~ 
erty * * * todischarge the amount 
of money then payable upon the 
amount of said debt.” 

Receipt from A.J. Lester tor $101 70 
signed F. E. Burke, agent, the crder 
dated -Richmond, Va., January, 19, 
1874, bearing signatures, D. J. Hart 
suok, secretary, I. Stanly Beckwith, 
general agent, J. J. Hopkins, assistant 
secretary; also simiar receipts from 
the sa‘ne for $67 80, dated March 12, 
1873. Piaintiff introduced B. P. Hollis, 
Kseq., handed him the two receipts as 
above, also two affidavits heretofore 
used in this case purporting to be 
signed by J. J. Hopkins and W, C. 
Carrington; also original policy, anu 
propvueed to prove by him that the sig- 
natures to the receipts were 
simi lal. to those to the 
affidavits and policy; defendant ob- 
jected; objection overruled. Witness, 
after comparison, said it was his opin- 
ion that the signatures were the same. 

Receipts were then allowed to go to 
the jury over defendant’s objection. 

Joon Windsor, sworn by plaintiff, 
said: He was son-in-law to plaintiff, F. 
Kk. Burke was agent of the conipany 
here at the death of insured; Lester 
diea February 3, 1874; had been sick 
about .a week; had something like 
pneumonia; paid Burke, ay-nt, $101 
70 and took up Lester’s rene wal inter- 
est receipt for third yea); Lsster was 
taken sick the day before; told Burke 
Lester was sick before paying the 
money; Lester did not get up from 
that sick nese. 

F, E. Burke for plaintiff eworn: I 
was agent of defendant in 1871, ’72 and 
'73, and till after Lester died; I issued 
this policy; 1 signed it; Lester paid me 
first interest, receipted in policy; he 
paid me second payment as 
set forth receipt, dated March 
12, . 1873; Mr. Windsor paid 
me the third interest on the 30ih day 
of January, 1874. Either just before 
or just after the third pay meant fell due, 
Mr. Lester asked meif I had his re- 
newal receipt. I then wrote for it 
(letter shown him dated January 16, 
1874 ) Yes, this is the letter. I remit- 
ted the third payment to the genera! 
agent, and have the company’s receipt 
forit. The second payment was made 
a longer. time after it was due than the 
last. Windsor did not tell me Lester 
was sick abed. I think he toid me 
he was' at home sick, or I would 
not have received the money. He was 
an old man and generally ailitig; spent 
most of his time at our bank; was one 
of the directors; lived at the outer edg» 
of town. Dr. Beckwith was the gen- 
eral agent of the company. 

The court charged the jury: “If at the 
time the money was paid, Lester, the 
insured, was sick, and that fact was 
communicated to the agent of tne 
company, notice to the agent was notice 
to the cc mpany, and if after such no- 
tice the Company received the money, 
they waived the forieiture, and are 
liable on\the policy.” And refused to 
charge as requested the converse of the 
aboye stated charge. 

The admission of the receipts in ev- 
idence on the testimony of Hollis, was 
error, but that error was cured on the 
introduc ion Of Burke as a witness af- 
terwards. who proved the handwriting 
of the signatures to the receipts from 
his own knowledge thereof, so that the 
error in: admitting the receipts in 
evidence on the testimony of Hollie 
was no ground for a new trial, ths 
receipts having been properly proy- 
ed. There was no error in the charge 
uf the court, in view of the evidence in 
the record. Burke was the defendant's 
district agent, and notice to the agent 
ot any matter connected with the bus- 
iness of his agency, was notice to his 
principal; But the evidene in the 
record br.ngs this case within ihe prin- 
ciple ruled by this court in Green vs 
the American life insuramce company. 
5/ih Ga. Rep. 566. The interest was 
due on the policy by the insuréd, on 
the 30. 5t December, 1873, but was 
wot then paid. Burke, the agent, 
called the defendant's attention to 

hat tact by letter, and on the 19th cf 
Japuary, 1874, the defendant drew an 
order upon Lester, the insured, for the 
sum of 3/01 70, the amvunt of interest 
due on the policy cn the 30:n of De- 
cember, 1873, and forwarded the re- 
ceipt to iis agent, Burke, who received 
the money on the 30:h of January, 
1874, and remitted the same to de- 
fendant. The drawing of the order by 
the defencant upon Lester, the insured, 
for the interest which was due on the 
policy, on; the 1¥ih of January, 1874, 
was a waiyer of the forfeigjure of tbe 
policy fur the non-payment of 
the interest which was due 
thereon or the 30th of December, 1873, 
and there was no pretense that the in- 
sured was notin his usual health on 
the 19th of January, 1874, when that 
order for the payment ol 
the interest was drawn upon the 
insured by the ‘defendant. In regard 
to the suggestion made on the argu- 
ment that the terms of the policy bad 
not been cymplied with as to giving no- 
tice to the defendant of the death oi 
the assured, etc., the letter of the de- 
fendant‘’s president to Mra. Lester of 
the lst of September, 1874, and the atf- 
davit of its president made in 1875 on 
the motion, for a new triai, fully recog- 
nize the knowledge of its agents of the 
death of the insured, and who resisted 
the payment of the policy, not on the 
ee of the want of notice of the 
eath of the insured, but on the ground 
as stated in the aforesaid affidavit “that 
the policy was forfeited by the non- 
payment of interest then due and 
payable at which date the insured was 
seriously sick, of which sickness he 
afterwards <lied.” In view of the facts 
of this case, as disciosed in the record, 
and of the law applicable thereto,there 
was Do error in overruling the motion 
for a new trial. .

court fer the January term, 1877. The 
clerk of this court never received that 
record and the original bill of excep- 
tions, and the same appears to have 
been lost. On the 26th of March, 
1877, the plaintiff in error filed in 
the clerk’s office oi this court what pur- 
ports to bea certified copy of the lost 
record and oviginal bill of exceptions, 
and now asks the court to hear the 
case thereon.

Jarvis & Wilson et. al, vs Mathews.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was a claim case, on the trial of 
which the jury, under the charge cf 
the court, found a verdict in favor of 
the claimants. A motion was made 
lor a new trial ou several grounds, 
which was overruled by the court, and 
the plaintiffs excepted. The deed ex- 
ecuted by the defendant to the claim- 
ants vested the title to the land in 
them so far as to secure the payment of 
the consideration therein expressed, 
notwithstanding a bond was executed 
by the claimants to reconvey the land 
on the payment thereof, as provided by 
the act of 1871. If the plaintiffs as 
subsequent judgment creditors of the 
defendant, Picket, had desired to have 
redeémed the land for the purpose of 
subjecting the same to their fi. fas., 
they could have done so by the pay- 
ment of the debt, or debts, which 
the deed was executed to secure, with 
the lawful interest thereon. There was 
no error in the charge 
of the court in relation 
to the deed having been executed with 
intent to hinder and delav defendant’s 
creditors, in view of the evidence in 
the record. If the plaintiffs were not 
satisfied with the charge as given, be~ 
cause it did not go far enough, they 
should have requested the court to 
have added what they now insist should 
have been done. If the jury believed the 
claimants’ witnesses, as it was their 
privilege to do, the verdict was not 
contrarv to law or the evidence.

It appe:rs 
from the record that the affidavit for 
the attachment was made by tne plain- 
tiffs before a notary publicin the country 
of Bibb, in which they alleged that 
James \ .Wicker, the defendant, of the 
county of Macon, was indebted to them 
the sum of $534 66, besides interest, 
for the purchase money of certain de 
scribed property, the said notary public 
taking bund and security, as required 
by law, Oothe same day, to wit: on 
the 5th of October, 1874, a justice of 
the peace of Macon county issued an 
attachment commanding the proper 
officers to attach the property specitied 
in the aforesaid affidavit, which was 
annexed thereto. The defendant made 
a motion to dismiss the attachment on 
the ground that it should have been 
issued by the officer before whom the 
affidavit was made, that the justice in 
Macon county had no lawful authority 
to issue the same, which motion to dis- 
miss the attachment qas overruled 
and the defendant excepted, and that 
was the o::ly ground of error insisted 
on here.
